First, to resurrect 
the righteous dead and to catch 
away the living saints to Him in the 
air. Second, to reign on the earth a 
thousand years.

The Church of God in China Grove 
was set in order July 30, 1949, by Rev. 
E. W. Williams, state overseer of North 
Carolina, and Rev. James L. Slay, dis- 
trict pastor. Rev. H. L. Whittington 
had held a very successful revival, 
and at the close of this revival the 
church was set in order. Rev. Whit- 
tington was appointed pastor. 
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The work on the new church was 
begun immediately. It was finished 
and dedicated on September 10, 1950. 
It took much earnest prayer and hard 
work by the pastor, members, and 
friends to erect this beautiful church, 
but you who know Brother Whitting- 
ton know he never stops or lets any- 
one else stop until he accomplishes the 
work the Lord has given him to do. 

The new building is a brick ve- 
neered building with very beautiful 
brick and has “art glass” windows 
trimmed with cream ‘brick. The 
interior is very beautiful, with fac- 
tory-built seats, hardwood floors, an 
elevated choir back of the rostrum, 
and a baptistry back of the choir. 
The building has a full size basement 
for Sunday School accommodation.

Orphanage, accepted the work in con- 
nection with his other duties. The 
children from the Orphanage came 
and added much to the progress of the 
church. As his duties at the Orphan- 
age were steadily increasing, Brother 
Rochester felt that he had too much 
on him, so he resigned the church. 


Now, we have Rev. T. W. (Tommy) 
Day, and the church is well pleased 
with Brother and Sister Day. We are 
believing God will continue to bless 
and that our church will continue to 
grow. At the present, we have 81 mem- 
bers; our Sunday School averages 185 
and we have a good Y.P.E. and L.W. 
W.B. The tithes run anywhere from 
$450 a month to $550. We have just 
closed a wonderful revival, with Rev. 
Charlie Campbell doing the preach- 
ing. Brother Campbell, although just 
nineteen years of age, is an inspiring 
singer and his preaching touched the 
hearts of many who attended. It was 
said by many to have been the best 
revival this church has had since it 
was organized. These people are faith- 
ful to the Church of God, and we de- 
sire your prayers that God will con- 
tinue to bless.—J. L. Shinn, Clerk and 
Reporter. 
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THE CHURCH OF GOD ACCORDING TO ACTS 2 


“Pentecost” means fiftieth, and what we really have stated 
is that the outpouring of the Holy Ghost took place on 
the fiftieth day—the day of Pentecost—from the day on 
which Jesus was crucified. The thing that gave possibility 
this day becoming one of the greatest days in religious 
story was due to the fact that the disciples had as- 
embled in Jerusalem in compliance with the instructions 
of the Lord Jesus (Luke 24:49). Another thing that is wor- 
thy of note is, they were in perfect fellowship. 

The Church of God called-out assembly in the wilder- 
ness (Acts 7:38) was in many respects inaugurated and 
set in order by God’s descent upon Mount Sinai from which 
He gave verbal recognition of and instruction to Israel 
as a nation and as His people. This occasion is in no 
sense inferior to that one. Here we have a seal set upon 
the dispensation of grace by the descent of the Holy 
Ghost, the third person of the Godhead. The Shekinah 
glory that filled the Temple while Solomon was dedicating 
it was, indeed, great, but this is a greater demonstra- 
tion, due to the Holy Spirit not only filling the house, 
but every individual of the 120. From that day to this 
God has chosen that the bodies of holy men and wom- 
en be the temples of the Holy Ghost. 

It is certainly evident that the descent of the Holy Ghost 
as a sound of rushing wind impressed the group, but it 
is reasonable that they were inspired more by each seeing 
over the other’s head forked tongues of fire as the Holy 
Ghost settled down upon and filled them. Some Pente- 
costal critics claim that tongues of fire is as much the 
initial evidence of the baptism of the Holy Ghost as speak- 
ing in tongues, but not so. Jesus said, in John 15:26, “But 

@:: the Comforter is come, whom I will send unto 


4 u from the Father, even the Spirit of truth, which pro- 


eedeth from the Father, He shall testify of me.” He did not 

say tongues of fire would sit upon them. That was a 
special demonstration for them not recorded elsewhere; 
but speaking in tongues (His testifying) continues to be 
the initial evidence. There is an effort on the part of 
some to separate the disciples from the rest of the 120 
present, by referring to Peter’s statement, “These are 
not drunken as ye suppose.” Peter’s own statement, how- 
ever, in Acts 11:15, refutes this, “And as I began to speak, 
the Holy Ghost fell on them, as on us (the 120) at the be- 
ginning.” 

There had been many notable gatherings in Jerusalem, 
the religious center of the world, and it was common for 
many nationalities to frequent the city, but they wit- 
nessed one of the most phenomenal incidents on this 
occasion ever seen or heard. Never before had nineteen 
nationalities heard spiritual messages given in their own 
languages by those who were unacquainted with many 
of their languages. It wasn’t a matter of only Simon Peter 
speaking, for the Scripture reads, “They ... began to speak 
with other tongues,” and “every man heard them speaking 
in his own language.” No matter what effort may be put 
forth to detract from the miraculous nature of this 
demonstration, it cannot be done. The narrative before 
us does not hint at the use of the gift of tongues for mis- 
sionary purposes. This was the fulfillment of Christ’s 
prophetic promise, “He shall testify of me, and ye also

gave the utterance.” It was the descent of the Holy Ghost 
upon and in the lives of the 120 that inaugurated and 
started the Church of God upon its great career, and 
certainly the Church cannot proceed successfully with- 
ovt His ever-abiding presence.

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does he appear more fearless and courageous. His heart 
and soul were bent upon magnifying Jesus and defending 
His life, death, and resurrection. He would have the peo- 
ple to know that the descent of the Holy Ghost in ful- 
fillment of Joel’s prophecy and the prophecy of the Lord 
Jesus were indisputable proof that Jesus was not only res- 
urrected from the grave, but that He had ascended to His 
Father. It was Jesus who had interceded with the Father 
to send the Holy Ghost. 

The people were convicted and condemned in their 
hearts for the atrocious crime they had committed against 
Christ Jesus. Their minds were enlightened, and feeling 
their need of further assistance, they asked the disciples 
what they should do. Without the slightest hesitancy, 
Simon Peter proceeded to tell them what was requisite in 
their receiving spiritual fellowship with Christ Jesus. The 
first requirement was repentance. This was reminding 
them not only of the preaching of John the Baptist, but of 
Christ’s preaching, also. Following repentance, they were 
to be baptized in water, in keeping with Christ’s com- 
mand, as a sign they had accepted Jesus and had received 
remission of sins. These things constituted the prepara- 
tory steps toward receiving the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
One certainly is not justified in concluding here that 
when a person is saved he, at the same time, is sanctified 
and baptized with the Holy Ghost. 

In verse 41, we have the record of the first baptismal 
service in the Church of God under the dispensation of 
grace. Three thousand people had gladly received the Lord 
Jesus as their Saviour. Questions have arisen as to how 
three thousand could have been baptized in one day. We 
must remember that there were not only eleven immediate 
disciples of the Lord Jesus, but most of the 120 were 
active disciples, also; thereof, it would have been nothing 
unusual for that number to baptize the 3,000 in one day and 
receive them into church fellowship. We do not know just 
what methods were used in receiving them into their 
membership, but this we do know, that they were added 
and became a part of the charter Church of the. living 
God, purchased and established by our Lord Jesus Christ. 
However, when it comes to the mode of baptism, there 
is certainly no question, for Matt. 28:19 is very definite: 
“Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost.” That is the onky ceremony the Church has been 
authorized to use by Christ Jesus, the Head of the Church. 

Verse 42 is one of the greatest compliments bestowed 
upon a group of Christians. May I say that there would 
certainly be a vast difference in the Christian cause today 
if this kind of condition prevailed in every local church 
of the Church of God. We have here the example that 
every Christian group should follow. For special emphasis 
let us notice these four great characteristics of constancy: 
(1) They continued steadfastly in the apostolic doctrine. 
That is, they believed, they spoke the same things, and 
the apostolic doctrine was the doctrine delivered to them 
by the Lord Jesus. (2) They continued steadfastly in 
fellowship. Agreement on doctrines and teachings is one of 
the greatest guarantees possible of local church and de- 
nominational fellowship. On the other hand, when there 
are disputings and differences there is broken fellow- 
ship. They knew the world was against them, making it 
all the more necessary that they stand united in faith, hope, 
and doctrine, bound together in the bonds of Christian 
love. (3) They continued steadfastly in breaking bread. 
Their misconception about Jesus returning immediately 
to establish His kingdom was perhaps responsible for 
their selling their properties and pooling their funds, dis- 
tributing to the poor and eating their bread together with 
singleness of heart, yet it proved a blessing to the Church 
and tended to add to its progress in a great way. And 
last, but perhaps greatest of all, they continued stead- 
fastly in prayer. One of the greatest expressions, I think, 
in the New Testament is this: “The church prayed.” 
And you remember on that occasion Simon Peter was 
prayed out of prison. Many and, indeed, difficult were the 
circumstances and conditions that the early Church had to 
face, but prayer, plus the enduement of power—the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost—was their key to deliverance and 
success. 

Would we not all do well to pray, “God cause us minis- 
ters and laymen in this modern day to be like those of 
the Church of God at Pentecost”?

Dan. 5:24-28, “Then was the part of 
the hand sent from him; and this 
writing was written.

This is 
the interpretation of the thing: MENE; 
God hath numbered thy kingdom, and 
finished it. TEKEL; Thou art weighed 
in the balances, and art found want- 
ing. PERES; Thy kingdom is divided, 
and given to the Medes and Persians.” 


The judgment day is not set to judge 
only the poor, lowly, castaway, unfor- 
tunate human beings from the slums 
of the cities and backwoods. That 
great day is set to judge sinners, poor 
or rich, little or big. The poor man 
from the very lowest level of society 
will be on the same ground with those 
from the highest social circles. 

The so-called society of today is rot- 
ten to the very core. Many times the 
greatest crimes are committed among 
the socially prominent families. The 
social whirl of society has gone pleas- 
ure mad. To the sordid, pleasure 
means intemperance, debauchery, wild 
rioting. To the worldly man, pleasure 
means wealth, comfort, luxury, or a 
round of excitement and amusement. 
But to Christ, pleasure meant always 
an appreciation of, and joy in, His 
Father’s handiwork. It meant teach- 
ing hungry minds, relieving suffering 
bodies, comforting broken hearts, win- 
= souls—these were meat to Him. 
To live in the constant smile of the 
Father’s approval was His greatest 
pleasure. The same spirit should pre- 
vail in the Christian life. Let us as 
Christians belong to the society that 
honors God and puts Him first in all 
their undertakings. 

Belshazzar was having a great so- 
cial feast. This was one of the most 
expensive, fashionable social banquets 
known in the history of the world. 
He had invited a thousand of his 
lords, and he drank wine before them 
to show the honor of his majesty. 
While he thus engaged in this drunk- 
en revelry, he bade defiance to God‘s 
Temple and its vessels. He commanded 
that the gold and silver vessels which 
his father, Nebuchadnezzar, had taken 
out of the Temple at Jerusalem be 
brought to him. To make a fair show, 
Belshazzar and his princes, his wives 
and concubines drank wine from 
these vessels of the sanctuary. Such 
a degrading position for a king to be 
found in! Then, as if drinking wine 
in the sacred vessels wasn’t enough 
sin, they ignored the existence of the 
true God, and in their deceit they 
praised the gods of gold, silver, brass, 
iron, and stone, things they had fa- 
shioned with their own hands. Sin was

running high and God’s judgments 
were left out of their thinking. The 
ne is true in numerous instances to- 
ay. 

God is a jealous God, and He has 
commanded us to have no other gods 
before Him. The Bible begins with 
“In the beginning God.” This is still 
the right order of things today, re- 
gardless of the many who go opposite 
to this. There are some who give God 
no place at all. Then there are some 
who give God a place, but a small place. 
They relegate Christ and religion to 
some small recess of their heart. There 
are some who want to be saved, but 
not now. They first want to enjoy the 
pleasures of sin. They first want to 
fulfill the desires of the flesh. In Isa. 
55:6 we read, “Seek ye the Lord while 
he may be found, call ye upon him 
while he is near.” 

God frowned upon this drunken 
party of the king and his thousand 
lords. He was not pleased with this 
sinful revelry. They were enjoying the 
pleasures of sin in the extreme, but 
men can’t get so high but what God 
can bring them down. Their joy was 
immediately turned into sorrow. God 
pronounced judgment upon. them. 
Dan. 5:5, “In the same hour came 
forth fingers of a man’s hand, and 
wrote over against the candlestick 
upon the plaster of the wall of the 
king’s palace: and the king saw the 
part of the hand that wrote.” Thus 
God wrote the death sentence of Bel- 
shazzar upon the wall. The king was 
startled by the appearance of this 
man’s hand that wrote upon the plas- 
ter of the wall. He could not read the 
writing, but he knew it was no good 
news, for his conscience condemned 
him. Just as sure as God wrote this 
death sentence of Belshazzar, He is 
writing the death sentence of the sin- 
ner today. “The wages of sin is death.” 
There is no way around the penalty 
of unforgiven sin. 

“Then the king’s countenance was 
changed, and his thoughts troubled 
him, so that the joints of his loins 
were loosed, and his knees smote one 
against another,” Dan. 5:6. There was 
no sound as of thunder, nor flashes 
as lightning, and no destroying angel 
present to frighten them, only a finger 
in silent writing upon the wall; but 
the king had never been so frightened. 
The written Word should be sufficient 
to frighten the boldest sinner. One 
reason sinners will not go to church 
or read the Bible, they realize God’s 
judgments are pronounced upon them 
in the message. Jesus said men would 
not come to the light, for they love 
darkness rather than light because 


their deeds are evil. They are guilty, 
yet they can’t stand to hear the sent- 
ence passed upon them. Heb. 4:12, 
“For the word of God is quick, and 
powerful, and sharper than any two- 
edged sword, piercing even to the di- 
viding asunder of soul and spirit, and 
of the joints and marrow, and is a 
discerner of the thoughts and intents 
of the heart.”

men of wisdom to interpret the hand 
writing on the wall. Dan. 5:7, 8, “The 
king cried aloud to bring in the astrol- 
ogers, the Chaldeans, and the sooth- 
sayers. And the king spake, and said 
to the wise men of Babylon, Whoso- 
ever shall read this writing, and shew 
me the interpretation thereof, shall be 
clothed with scarlet, and have a chain 
of gold about his neck, and shall be 
the third ruler in the kingdom. Then 
came in all the king’s wise men: but 
they could not read the writing, nor 
make known to the king the interpre- 
tation thereof.” Even though the re- 
ward was great, none present could 
give a satisfactory interpretation. But, 
as at other times, God had a man pre- 
pared for the emergency. Wherever 
you find a page of human history 
which glows with a peculiar splendor, 
there you will find a picture of a stal- 
wart hero standing alone for God! 
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Daniel was a man of God. He had not 
defiled himself with the king’s meat; 
therefore, he could trust God for an 
answer to the handwriting on the 
wall. Daniel was recommended to the 
king by the queen. She said to Bel- 
shazzar, “There is a man in thy king- 
dom, in whom is the spirit of the 
holy gods; and in the days of thy fa- 
ther light and understanding and 
wisdom, like the wisdom of the gods, 
was found in him; whom the king 
Nebuchadnezzar thy father, the king,

oothsayers; forasmuch as an excel- 
lent spirit, and knowledge, and under- 
standing, interpreting of dreams, and 
shewing of hard sentences, and dis- 
solving of doubts, were found in the 
same Daniel, whom the king named 
Belteshazzar: now let Daniel be called, 
and he will shew the interpretation.” 


The king sent for Daniel and told 
him of the things he had heard con- 
cerning him. Belshazzar said, “If thou 
canst read the writing, and make 
known to me the interpretation there- 
of, thou shalt be clothed with scarlet, 
and have a chain of gold about thy 
neck, and shalt be the third ruler in 
the kingdom.” Daniel was not inter- 
ested in the king’s gifts, but he was 
willing to interpret the handwriting 
on the wall. He first related to the 
king the awful tragedy that came up- 
on his father, Nebuchadnezzar, whose 
heart was lifted up in pride. Nebu- 
chadnezzar was deposed from his 
throne. His dwelling was with the wild

n. Daniel said, in Dan. 5:22, 23, “And 
thou his son, O Belshazzar, hast not 
humbled thine heart, though thou 
knewest all this: but hast lifted up 
thyself against the Lord of heaven; 
and they have brought the vessels of 
his house before thee, and thou and 
thy lords, thy wives and thy concu- 
bines, have drunk wine in them; and 
thou hast praised the gods of silver, 
and gold, of brass, iron, wood, and 
stone, which see not, nor hear, nor 
know: and the God in whose hand thy 
breath is, and whose are all thy ways, 
hast thou not glorified.” Even though 
Belshazzar knew all about the tragedy 
of his father, he did not humble his 
heart toward the God of heaven. 

Daniel said, “This is the writing that

He had reigned with pride, lived in 
sin and revelry, but now he must 
come down and surrender to another. 
He had an opportunity to please God, 
yet he failed to do so. “TEKEL; Thou 
art weighed in the balances, and art 

und wanting.” Balances are God’s 

ales on which He weighs men in 
judgment. Sinful, proud men never 
weigh what they think they will. God’s 
balances are always just. Our lives are 
measured by the Word of God and 
unless we measure up to the standard 
set forth for the Christian walk, we 
shall be found wanting. The Word is 
like a mirror, revealing ourselves in 
our true light. If we look into the 
Word, it will reveal whether we are 
doing the will of God or not. We should 
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be doers of the Word and not hearers 
only. Bible obedience prevents self-de- 
ception, for hearers only deceive them- 
selves. Bible obedience will bring us 
blessings and cause our lives to be a 
channel of blessing for others. A man 
once remarked, “I’d rather see a ser- 
mon lived than preached.” How many 
of us are living the gospel in our every- 
day lives? Remember, the careless per- 
son never reads his Bible, but he reads 
the Christian’s life. 

In a small town there was an un- 
saved man getting along in years. 
Ministers and personal workers had 
been unheeded in their efforts to in- 
terest this man in his own soul’s sal- 
vation. At length there came to a 
pastorate in that town a godly minis- 
ter whose consecration was shown in 
the life that he lived in their midst 
in such an unmistakable way that he 
was able, by God’s help, to bring this 
unsaved one to Christ. “It was not 
what you preached, but what you lived 
that I could not get around, for a life 
is one thing that no man can mistake,” 
said the saved person to his pastor 
later. Every Christian should live so 
close to God that he will have an in- 
fluence that will be felt wherever he 
goes. 

Belshazzar would have weighed a 
great deal on his own scales, but when 
weighed in judgment he was found 
wanting. We must keep in mind that 
all earthly things will be left behind 
when God calls us out of this life. At 
death the sinner’s days are numbered 
and finished. The death notice is 
not timed by our calendar, but by 
God. After death the sinner goes to 
judgment where he is weighed and 
found wanting. How vainly some have 
tried to believe that death is the end 
of things for a sinning soul, yet God’s 
Word has a different revelation. The 
proud, haughty sinner, after being 
weighed in judgment, will find him- 
self an unworthy, vain, and empty 
man. “PERES; Thy kingdom is divided, 
and given to the Medes and Persians.” 
In that night, Belshazzar, the king, 
was slain. While their hearts were 
merry with wine, the besiegers broke 
into the city. They aimed at the pal- 
ace, there found the king, and gave 
him his death wound! 

Death comes as a snare upon those 
whose hearts are overcharged with 
surfeiting and drunkenness. A man’s 
social, financial, or political standing 
will have nothing to do with the judg- 
ment God will deal out to him. Man’s 
only chance in judgment is to hum- 
ble himself in this life. Prepare to 
meet God now. There is no time to de- 
lay. Neglect is a dangerous thing. 
There was one time a man who had 
stored explosives in the basement of 
his house. Just above was the fire- 
place, where the coals from the fire 
rolled out on the floor several times 
and almost burned through. The 
housewife realized the danger and 
several times had warned her husband 
of it, telling him he should cover the 
floor in front of the fireplace with 
metal. He admitted she was right and 
that it was dangerous, but he neglect- 
ed. Cne day a coal burned through the 
floor and ignited the explosives, caus- 
ing the ruin of his house. The trouble 


was not that the danger was unknown, 
but that it was neglected. It is the 
same with the soul that is in danger 
of eternal punishment. Nearly all peo- 
ple know they are in need of salva- 
tion and realize they are in danger, 
but they neglect, and death overtakes 
them unprepared to meet God. Neg- 
lect is sending more people to hell 
than any other one thing. There is 
only one means of escape, and that is 
through the wonderful salvation that 
Christ has provided for us. 

The price of our freedom was not 
of corruptible things. We were not re- 
deemed with silver and gold. Neither 
were we bought with any other ma- 
terial thing, but with the precious 
blood of the Son of God. Christ was 
born a Saviour. He left His home in 
glory to come down among men, live 
with them, and die for them. His leav- 
ing home would not pay the price. His 
untiring labors, sleepless nights of 
prayer, His teaching and preaching 
were not enough. Suffering at the 
hand of His enemies, being scourged 
and crowned with thorns could not re- 
deem us. Nothing but the blood of 
Jesus would atone for our sins. His 
blood had to be spilled or poured out 
as a sacrifice before it could accom- 
plish what God the Father intended 
it to do. Thank God! He paid the price! 
We are now at liberty to come to God 
with a heart cleansed by the blood 
of His Son and live holy lives for Him. 
The death sentence is upon the hu- 
man race. Death is the penalty for 
sin, yet we need not fear death if 
we are serving God.

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Water Gaptism 


Matt. 28:19, “Go ye therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 

These are among the last words 
spoken by our Lord before His ascen- 
sion. This text is often quoted by all 
Bible readers and believers, yet I feel 
that too often we fall short when it 
comes to putting it into practice. Even 
when we abide by its teachings, we 
take our own good time before we do. 

I am thinking of the way the New 
Testament disciples regarded this 
truth. In Matthew 31:6 the believer’s 
confession and water baptism went 
side by side. In Acts 8:38 Philip in- 
structed the eunuch, but the work was 
not completed until he was baptized 
in water. In Acts 16:33 Paul baptized 
the believing jailer and his family 
that same hour of the night. These 
great ministers didn’t wait weeks or 
months, for they knew the teachings 
of Christ. Therefore, no time was lost 
before they baptized their converts. 

I do believe Jesus was giving the 
essential and necessary instructions of 
how they were to do their part in 
preparing men for the kingdom. The 
first essential point was teaching— 
teaching those things they had 
learned from Him, also those things 
they would learn from the Holy Ghost.

the spurious doctrines and delusions, 
we are teaching the truth and getting 
results. We have been accused of 
“overteaching” the people. Often I 
have heard this and other similar re- 
marks, but never have I heard of us 
overdoing the job on baptizing. The 
ministers of Indiana have done a 
wonderful job on teaching. This has 
brought results. There have been 640 
people saved within the last seven 
months in our state. For this we truly 
praise God! The Lord has helped us 
and we are glad. However, in the 
same length of time there have been 
only 41 people baptized in water. This 
leaves 599 who have prayed through 
at our altars and are not baptized. If 
we taught them, it is our duty to bap- 
tize them. 

This has been a terrible winter, and 
the weather has made it almost im- 
possible to have a baptismal service. 
Nevertheless, until the believer is bap- 
tized, the work is incomplete. 

Who has this responsibility? The 
ministers of this state. Pastors, let us 
preach a few sermons on water bap- 
tism, then let us arrange to have a 
service to baptize those who have 
heeded our teaching. God is looking 
to us. No doubt, there are many in 
the church who have been converted 
for years and yet have not followed 
the Lord in water baptism. 

My prayer is that God will cause 
this little message to stir your heart. 
We declare that we preach the whole 
Bible. Then, let us practice the whole 
Bible. A good baptismal service will 
refresh your church and be the means 
of a great revival. Let us see who can 
lead the State in the number baptized.

INSTITUTION GIVES HOPE 
TO DERELICTS 


NEW YORK—Hopeless and homeless 
men in New York have something to 
hope for now. 

They can hope for a new life in 
which defeat and despair can be 
changed to self-support and self- 
respect. 

The city has launched a new pro- 
gram which is trying to make relative- 
ly stable citizens and wage earners out 
of aimless drifters. The program is be- 
ing conducted by the New York De- 
partment of Welfare, headed by Ray- 
mond Hilliard, with Joseph Mannix, 
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director of all municipal shelters, in 
direct charge. 

The Hart Island Shelter in the East 
River was spurred into being by a 
problem that plagues every big city— 
the problem of homeless men who 
often are very able workmen, but who 
can’t keep a job. Some can’t take su- 
pervision. Others can’t get along with 
people. Others can’t stand prosperity. 
A little money jingling in their pock- 
ets sends them straight for a drink. 

The Hart Island Shelter for home- 
less men opened in a cluster of red 
brick buildings which was once a 
naval prison. Last August the first 
contingent shuffled off the ferryboat 


and up the road. They were dirty, pen- 
niless and dull with despair and dis- 
couragement. Since then many have 
left—new strength in their bodies, new 
hope in their hearts. 

Two hundred and two men are there 
now. The first thing on their program 
was a good meal. Then they were 
cleaned up, clothed in a complete new 
outfit and assigned to a place in one 
of the 40-bed dormitories. Next they 
were examined for skills and put to 
work. Among them are electricians, 
carpenters, plumbers, cooks, laundry- 
men and laborers. Their labor virtual 
runs the place. 

Besides board and lodging, they get 
$1 every fourth day.

TEEN-AGERS ADMIT SEX ORGIES; 
POLICE START INVESTIGATION 

ROCKFORD, Ill. — Five teen-age 
girls, one of whom said she was tied 
to bedposts and attacked, and five 
youths were questioned recently in a 
new investigation of sex orgies. 

The state attorney’s office said ali 
those in custody admitted numerous 
intimacies, and that 11 more youths 
named by the girls were being sought. 

Ages of the youths in custody and 
sought ranged from 16 to 22. The girls’ 
ages are 14 to 17 and two of them, one 
16 and the other 17, are married. 

A younger sister of the 16-year-old 
married girl also was in custody. 

The 16-year-old married girl said 
she had been intimate with 10 youths, 
Folgate said. Her 15-year-old sister 
admitted intimacies with three youths.

I have 

had, for some time, a call to the minis- 

try and I am doing my best to prepare 

myself for it. As I said, I haven’t a 

call to any specific field but I can truly 

say that I have told God, from my 

heart, that I will go where He wants 

me to go and do what He wants me to 

do and be what He wants me to be. 

We all know that missionary work 

begins at home, not from the large 

| church to the small community, but 

from you to your neighbor. I didn’t 

. have the pleasure of growing up in a 

Christian home and a “neighborhood 

) missionary” never entered our home. 

When I was about ten years old I 

lived two blocks from a Church of God 

and didn’t hear the gospel because I 

wasn’t curious enough to go to their 

Church. My mother said one day that 

they talked in an unknown tongue but 

that was just another question mark 

in my mind. Where was the neighbor- 
hood missionary? 

It is not God’s plan for us to wait for 

sinners to come to us. He says to go 
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out into the highways and hedges 
and compel them to come in. We are 
all guilty of not speaking to sinners 
EVERY time the opportunity affords 
itself, so let us try to make it a point to 
reach more sinners here at home. 
We need more neighborhood mission- 
aries who are not afraid to talk about 
the Lord or to proclaim the Gospel 
wherever they go. There are plenty of 
people that will hear the word, but who 
will preach to them? 

I was greatly surprised to find how 
few missionaries we have on the field, 
in comparison to other movements. 
We (the Church of God) with over 
one hundred forty thousand members, 
have only 40 missionaries on foreign 
fields. 

Two movements in a little country 
of Finland, totaling thirty thousand 
members,. have 40 missionaries on 
foreign fields. Thirty thousand mem- 
bers in South Africa are keeping forty 
missionaries on the job. The “Free 
Pentecostal Assemblies” in Sweden 
with one hundred thousand members 
is supporting three hundred fifty mis- 
sionaries. “The Free Pentecostal As- 
semblies” in Norway with fifty thou- 
sand members has one hundred fifty 


missionaries working. Fifty thousand 
Pentecostal people in Canada support 
one hundred fifty missionaries. These 
countries almost all have strict gov- 
ernment regulations concerning mis- 
sionaries—how much money can be 
sent out of the country, etc. 

One independent church in England, 
known as the Penial Chapel, having 
about eight hundred members, is sup- 
porting SEVENTY MISSIONARIES. I 
am told that when asked how they

John the Baptist talks of the Second 
Coming, not the first. 

The Son of God Himself is taken 
up with His Second Coming, not with 
His first. 

In writing his epistles to the Thes- 
salonians, the apostle Paul closes each 
chapter of both letters with the decla- 
ration that the Lord Jesus Christ is 
coming again. 

Peter, James, and John join in the 
universal testimony and speak of His 
coming again. 

The late Dr. I. M. Haldeman, of 
New York City, reminds us_ that 
“Jesus’ Second Coming, while spoken 
of as one great event, has two separate 
and distinct parts. 

“In the first part, He comes as a 
thief; in the second part, He comes 
as lightning. 

“In the first part, as the Morning 
Star; in the second, as the Sun of 
Righteousness.” 

In his book “Divine Dynamite,” Dr. 
J. E. Conant tells us how Napoleon 
planned his masterly campaign to de- 
feat the Austrians at Marengo. 

On the 20th of May, he was on the 
heights of St. Bernard. 

On the 14th of June, after working 
awful havoc among his foes, and hav- 
ing sent Desaix forward on the right, 
he advanced to consummate his plan 
of campaign. 

But Desaix was hindered by the sud- 
denly swelling waters of the river Po, 
and Napoleon was compelled to stand 
on the field of battle and see his old 
guard giving way.

Our Responsibility North of Rio Grande

A great deal has been said and done 
with regard to our responsibilities 
south of the Rio Grande, which is 
known in Mexico as El Rio Bravo del 
Norte, “the brave river of the North.” 
We appreciate very much the effort 
that has been put forth south of the 
“Big River,” but what about our re- 
sponsibility north of the Rio Grande? 

In Acts 1:8, we read, “But ye shall 
receive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both in Jerusa- 
lem, and in all Judea, and Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” In our “Jerusalem,” the United 
States, we have about four million 
Mexicans who are practically unevan- 
gelized, and the fact that we have 
only a few missions, perhaps a dozen 
at the most, is a serious indictment 
against the Church of God as a mis- 
sionary movement. Yes, I fear that 


we are charged with an offense 
against God through failing to fully 
recognize our responsibility in this 
case and do more.about it. Thousands 
of young Mexican men are volunteer- 
ing and being drafted into the armed 
forces of our country, with many of 
them already on the battlefield of 
Korea. Will not God require their 
blood at our hands if we fail to do our 
duty in these crucial times? 
Although God has spared my life 
way beyond the Biblical span of three- 
score and ten years, I am still quite 
active in the Lord’s work and mean to 
continue my activity until He comes 
for us in the clouds of helven, or calls 
me home. I know that we have a hard 
task before us, as the Mexicans in 
the United States are much harder 
to reach than those who live in Mex- 
ico; but in the end we shall be re-

Port-au-Prince, Haiti 


May 9, 1951 
Dear Friends: 

At last we have the testimonies of 
the converted witch doctors which we 
promised you several months ago. 

Francin Francique was a witch doc- 
tor, “Hongan,” for 34 years. His story 
begins with his going bathing in a 
river with another young man. Sud- 
denly, he disappeared, and the other 
fellow returned to tell his family. 
They notified the police and searched 
for him in vain three days. A month 
later, people found him in a forest, he 
was unconscious. He declares that 
during this time he, in person, was in 
another world, in a large house, and 
that it was not just a vision or dream. 
When he regained consciousness of 
this world, he felt another power 
within him, and from that time he 
worked for Satan. His special spirit 
was “Baron Samedi.” He became a 
great leader and was known for miles 
around. He conducted great services 
for the devil and sacrificed chickens, 
goats and pigs. People came to him 
for consultations for good luck, heal- 
ing, business success, protection from 
the devil, and charms. 

When the — came upon him he 
drank much; he was very strong; and 
he lost consciousness. But when the 
spirit left, he was weak and almost 
like a dead man. After years of this, 
he began to feel that he was a slave, 
and was very tired of it. He prayed to 
God for. deliverance. That night he 
had a vision of Jesus and the disci- 
ples coming to deliver him. Fifteen 
days later he had a vision of a group 
of people who came to his home with 
a Bible and prayed and told him he 


must be converted. The next night the 
spirit came back upon him and proph- 
esied to the people that God had tak- 
en this man, and he would no longer 
serve Satan. The next day, Sunday, 
brothers from the Jammeau church 
came by doing missionary work, and 
he invited them into his home. They 
prayed with him, and he was saved. 

Louis Charles was a witch doctor 
for only three years and never did go 
too deeply into Voodooism. He had 
suddenly lost his mind. His family was 
obligated to tie him to keep him 
still, and finally took him to a witch 
doctor for healing. There he was told 
that this sickness had come upon him 
because the spirit wanted him to be- 
come a priest and be at the disposal 
of the spirit. At first he would not 
agree but finally in order to have 
peace, he accepted. For five months 
he received training and preparation 
to be a Voodoo priest. At last the time 
came when he was given the secret of 
how to obtain the power. The secret 
was such a terrible thing that he 
would not do it. (Even now he does 
not disclose the secret.) During the 
five months, he had been taught to 
lie and deceive the people. If there 
were no spirit, he lied and told the 
people the spirit was there. They had 
taught him how to fix many things— 
magic—special rooms, etc. This was 
the extent of his ministry in Voodoo- 
ism. 

The Catholics made a drive to de- 
stroy Voodooism, and they entered his 
temple and destroyed everything 
there. He went to their services and 
vowed that he would serve Satan no 
more. But he became very ill and went 
to another witch doctor. He was told 
that to be healed he would have to 


again serve Satan, While he was mak- 
ing preparations and arranging his 
temple, he became worse. One day he 
had a vision of a child leading him 
down a very narrow path with ditches 
on both sides. Three days later he 
had a vision of a man who was very a 
excited, trying to tell him something 
and then burning his Voodoo stuff. 
Two days later he had a vision of a 
group of people praying for him. He 
did not want to listen to them because 

he was against Christ, but it seemed 
that something from above came 
down upon him. On Sunday a grou 
from our Port-au-Prince church wa 
passing by and stopped and talked to 
him. It was exactly the group he had 
seen in his vision. He agreed to be 
converted and burn all his Voodoo 
fetishes. He was saved and healed 
that day, which was about five years 
ago.
